The increase of imports and the 
decline of exports have created an adverse 
trade balance of 800 millions, and to-day 
the pound sterling is worth not more than 
17s. 6d. in the United States. We are spend- 
ing four and a half millions a day—hardly 
less than in the most critica] months of the 
war—of which less than twe and a half 
millions are being raised by taxation. The 
rakes progress cannot continue: the 
alternatives before us are increased pro- 
duction and bankruptcy, Mr. Lloyd 
leorge s speech fell into three parts.

One reason why Labour is 
being induced to lend countenace to that policy 
ig, one which is creditable to its intentions and 
desires. lt is due to the fallacy, that the less 
you work the more work there will be for 
others. There never was a more fatal policy. 
(Cheers.) You have only to look at the coal 
trade. Reduction of the output of coal is de- 
priving people of employment. If it goes on, 
it will throw hundreds of thousands out of em- 
ployment in this country. You will find that 
to deliberately reduce output means in the end 
all round unemployment on a gigantic scale. 
(Cheers.) It is difficult for those who represent 
Labour to speak—(“ No, no”)—I know the 
courage of my friends, and I know that they 
will do and will realise that this is a very dan- 
gerous policy to encourage, and a disastrous one 
to Labour. (Cheers.) The price of food will go 
up, the cost of material will go up, and you 
will get no raw materials for the country. 
There will be no work for those who manipulate 
it, transform it, and transfigure it into the 
beautiful things into which British hands can 
transfigure materials. There will be no work. 
Tt is a disastrous policy for all classes, and 
that is why I appeal to employers and to work- 
men to get rid of this ruinous policy, which 
seems to sway the minds of hundreds of 
thousands at the present moment.
